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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed January 12, 2009 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicant is arguing that the prior art touch sensitive controller does not require a 
relatively light touch. First off the applicant never identifies or defines what a relatively light 
touch is, since relatively is a comparative term. Therefore a person touching the device is a 
relatively light touch when somebody touched with say a hammer. Therefore the prior art 
reference teaches using a relatively light touch to activate the switch. 

3. The applicant is arguing that there is no support for using a touch sensitive controller that 
is responsive to a electromagnetic field. It is well within the ordinary skill level of a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to have known the type of touch controllers were available at the time the 
invention was made, as shown by the cited prior art. Therefore it is obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention to have used a touch sensitive controller that is responsive 
to an electromagnetic field to yield the predictable result of activating the switches.
